Dayton, Ohio, June 22.—The Demo­ 
cratic party of Ohio goes into the 
state campaign this fall with Judson 
Harmon as its candidate for Gover­ 
nor and President. The democratic 
state convention, which completed its 
labors today, indorsed him in the 
strongest terms for the presidency 
of the United States after it had re­ 
nominated him for governor by ac­ 
clamation. 
The belief held by many delegates 
that the governor would resign short­ 
ly after the beginning of his new 
term in order to become a candidate 
before the next democratic national 
convention was 
voiced 
by 
former 
Gov. James F. Campbell. 
Opposed Indorsement. 
Gov. Harmon made a futile request 
of 
the 
resolutions 
committee 
that 
they omit the presidential indorse­ 
ment resolution saying he is making 
his present fight on state issues and 
did not want national issues injected 
into the campaign coming. He was 
told that it could not be prevented. 
Atlee Pomerene, who himself was 
a candidate against Mr. Harmon for 
the 
nomination 
in 
the 
state con­ 
vention two years ago, almost angri­ 
ly demanded that he be not compell­ 
ed to make the sacrifice, as he term­ 
ed it, of accepting the nomination 
for 
Lieutenant Governor. 
Although 
his name was not placed in nomina­ 
tion, he received nearly enough votes 
on the first ballot to nominate him. 
He formally withdrew, but on the 
second ballot, before the roll call 
was completed the nomination was 
made unanimous. He asked time to 
consider the matter, and after an 
hour’s conference with his friends 
announced he would accept. 


Washington, June’ 22.—After suc­ 
cessfully resisting every attempt of 
progressives and democrats to amend 
the postal savings bank bill, the sen­ 
ate this afternoon accepted the meas­ 
ure as it came from the house by 
a vote of 44 to 25.

The bill as it passed the senate 
meets in general the desires of pres­ 
ident Taft in the matter of postal 
bank legislation, and he will sign it 
at once. 


'Postmaster General Hitchcock will 
then begin preparation for the in­ 
stallation of postal savings banks, 
and one of the greatest constructive 
pieces of legislation in recent years 
will soon be in operation. 
The establishment of these banks 
''ill be left to the discretion of the 
postal bank board of trustes, and it 
will behoove communities that de­ 
sire their establishment to get in 
touch with the Postmaster General on 
the subject.

Campbell of the United State circuit 
court will hand down a decision in 
the capital removal case that may 
practically decide the matter. Argu- 
ments in the federal case were con- 
cluded this afternoon. B. F. Burwell 
of Oklahoma City former associate 
justice of the supreme court of the 
Territory ol Oklahoma, took up the 
entire morning session in what Is 
generally conceded to have been the 
most powerful and complete argu- 
ment yet presented to the court In 
the afternoon Burford, Morner and 
Dale concluded tor Guthrie, talking 
about thirty minutes each, and Attor- 
ney General West then closed the 
case in ten minutes. 


Judge Campbell, who showed by 


several good-humored remarks during 
the day that he was wearying at the 
seemingly interminable legal discus- 
sion that has lasted two days and one 
night session, said he wou.d render 
an opinion at 4 o'clock tomorrow aft- 
ernoon, "if I can pull myself togeth- 
er by that time," He gave no indica- 
tion of what his decision would be. 


A prognostication as to what Judge 


Campbell's decision \\ill be would 
hardly oe polite to the court and 
might be diiectly opposite to what 
he will do That Outline's case is ex- 
ceptionally lacking in technical pre- 
cedents is not denied even by the 
Quthrie attorneys 
That Oklahoma 


City has had decidedly the best of 
the arguments advanced is shown by 
the comment on the streets, where 
practically every one is in favor of 
Guthrie, and where tonight the ex- 
pression is generally heard that the 
case looked like it would be thrown 
out. 


What Decision Invohes. 


Judge Campbell may find, however, 


that this lack of matter in the suit 
instituted by Mr Coyle to keep the 
capital, or this lack of precedent of 
a private Individual to maintain such 
an action as i:i\olvts a compact be- 
tween the United States and a state, 
is apparent and not real, he may 
stretch his jurisdiction around the 
weakness presented by Guthrie in 
order to pass upon the one funda- 
mental question iinolved. Is the en- 
abling act bir-c^ng9 His decision will 
show. 


Should the technical question as to 


the right of Mr. Coyle to contest In 
the federal court on such a matter 
be decided adversely to Guthrie, the 
case, of course, is bound to be thrown 
out. Should the technical question of 
jurisdiction be decided in favor of 
Guthrie, the judge has still to decfdo 
and pass upon the fundamental ques- 
tion of the enabling act's effective- 
ness. It is probable that his decis- 
ion tomorrow afternoon will be upon 
both of these luestions, since the 
entire case has been presented to' 
bin.

Should he throw the c^se out t-n 


the technical question, he may s 
gest, or Guthrie may find inocner 
way of going back into the "edi 
court to get a decision on the (tui- 
tion of the enabling act. 


But should Judge Campbell affirm 


th"e effectiveness of the enabling act 
he probably would grant a temporary 
injunction.
